To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  the  forty-sixth 
section  of  the  act  of  30th  of  March,  1811,  and  first  section  of  the 
act  of  4th  of  April,  1831,  I  have  prepared  and  caused  to  be  printed, 
the  following  abstracts  of  the  public  accounts,  commencing  with  the 
first  day  of  November,  1837,  and  ending  with  the  31st  day  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  1838  ;  and  have  delivered  six  hundred  copies  thereof  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  directed  by  the  acts  aforesaid. 

The  schedule  A,  (No.  1  to  29,)  presents  a  general  view  of  the 
receipts,  and  the  sources  from  which  the  moneys  have  been  obtained  : 
And  schedule  B,  (No  1  to  21,)  of  the  expenditures,  and  the  nature  of 
the  claims  upon  which  payments  have  been  made.  The  Appendix 
exhibits  a  statement  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  Commonwealth,  the 
appropriations  unpaid,  and  a  list  of  the  loans,  as  they  severally  stood 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  1838.
